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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

—  OF  — 

DISTRICT  NO  13,  GILFORD. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Gilford  : 

The  ninth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  District 
No.  13  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  changes  among-  the  teachers  there 
has  been  little  material  deviation  from  the  school  routine  of  the  past 
several  years.  Miss  Mabel  G.  Hammond  was  transferred  from  the 
grammar  to  the  high  school  at  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term, 
and  Miss  Sara  E.  Hyatt  was  appointed  to  fill  her  place  in  the 
grammar  school ;  also  Miss  Minnie  A.  Mead  was  appointed  to  the 
west  primary  for  the  winter  term.  The  teachers  have  labored 
earnestly  and  faithfully  in  their  several  departments,  and  with  an 
encouraging  degree  of  success.  In  Some  of  the  schools  very  good 
order  has  been  maintained,  but  in  others  the  discipline  has  not  been 
what  could  oe  desired.  Without  good  order  the  best  results  can 
never  be  attained  in  these  schools;  nor  is  it  possible  to  uniformly 
secui'e  this  result  without  a  health}^  public  sentiment  in  this  regard. 

A  gratifying  interest  has  been  manifested  .by  the  citizens,  and 
while  all  the  advice  pi*offered  by  them  has  doubtless  proceeded  from 
good  intentions,  it  has,  in  some  instances,  seemed  inopportune. 
Perfect  harmony  between  parents  and  citizens  on  the  one  hand,  and 
the  school  board  on  the  other,  is  at  all  times  to  be  desired,  but  can 
only  be  secured  when  each  understands  his  own  individual  duties, 
and  confines  himself  to  their  performance.  By  non-interference 
with  the  specific  work  of  the  school  board,  and  an  earnest  co-opera- 
tion in  their  mutual  obligations,  together  with  the  faithful  discharge 
of  home  duties,  parents  and  guardians  will  manifestly  contribute  in 
no  small  degree  to  the  harmony,  progress  and  welfare  of  the  schools  ; 
and  possibly  save  the  board  a  repetition  of  the  very  unpleasant  task 
of  instructing  certain  schoolboys,  of  vulgar  instincts  and  tilth}' 
habits,  in  some  of  the  decencies  of  civilized  life. 

The  two   primary,   two   intermediate    and     grammar  schools 
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have  been  maintained  in  the  schooihouses,  as  heretofore,  while 
the  high  school,  so  called,  as  established  last  year,  has  maintained  a 
struggling  existence,  under  most  unpropitious  circumstances.  In 
the  first  j  lace  there  were  not  found  enough  pupils  of  suitable  age 
and  acquirements  to  render  such  a  school  interesting  and  profitable  ; 
in  the  second  place,  having  no  local  habitation,  its  existence  has  been 
migratory-  The  room  in  Piper's  Block  being  found  too  cold  for 
comfort,  and  otherwise  lacking  in  convenience,  a  room  was  hired  in 
Moore's  block  for  the  winter  term.  In  consequence  of  the  illness 
of  the  teacher,  the  last  session  closed  at  the  expiration  of  eight 
weeks.  The  members  of  the  board  who  had  doubts  of  the  proprie- 
ty of  continuing  this  school  under  existing  circumstances,  have  had 
their  doubts  confirmed  by  the  trial.  Were  their  term  of  office  of 
longer  duration,  they  would  not  continue  the  experiment;  nor 
would  they  reccommend  their  successors  to  do  so,  until  there  is 
provided  a  suitable  school  building  for  holding  such  a  department, 
and  a  sufficient  number  of  pupils  are  found  to  warrant  the  neces- 
sary outlay  for  its  successful  maintenance. 

The  schools  have  suffered,  from  overcrowding  in  the  lower 
grades,  and  the  only  method  of  mitigating  the  evil  has  been  found 
in  submitting  to  the  lesser  one  of  advancing  scholars  faster  than 
their  attainments  would  warrant.  This  arrangement,  while  neither 
satisfactory  to  teachers,  nor  the  board,  has  been  a  matter  of  neces- 
sity. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  so  many  children  drop  out  of  the  schools 
when  they  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  or  even  less, 
partly  from  indifference  of  their  parents,  and  partly  from  the  neces- 
sity of  earning  their  ©wn  livelihood.  It  has  been  the  endeavor  of 
the  board  to  keep  all  children  of  the  required  age  in  the  public 
schools,  and  a  truant  officer  has  been  appointed  by  the  board  to  aid 
in  this  work ;  but  it  is  to  be  feared  that  if  the  laws  regarding  atten- 
dance were  strictly  enforced,  some  employers  would  add  to  the 
school  money  of  the  district,  by  the  payment  of  the  prescribed  fines. 

More  school  room  is  imperatively  demanded  by  the  needs  of 
the  district,  and  the  paramount  question  of  the  hour  is  how  shall  this 
room  be  provided?  Divided  counsels  have  hindered  this  needed 
work.  While  all  doubtless  see  the  need  of  more  room,  differences 
of  opinion  exist  as  to  the  best  method  of  securing  it.  Some  have 
labored  for  the  erection  of  a  large  and  expensive  house,  while 
others  think  a  more  moderate  outlay  would  better  secure  the  de- 
sired results.     Consequently,  beyond  passing  and  rescinding  votes 
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at  the  district  meetings,  nothing  has  been  accomplished.  As  the 
population  of  the  district  now  is,  and  bids  fair  to  remain  for  some  time 
to  "ome,  there  ai'e  needed  two  grades  of  primary  schools  on  each  side 
of  the  river,  one  or  two  intermediates  and  a  grammar  of  high  grade  ; 
a  high  school,  though  greatly  to  be  desired,  can,  and  should  be  held 
in  abeyance  for  the  present.  With  this  arrangement,  a  far  more 
satisfactory  grading  of  the  schools  could  be  made  than  is  now  prac- 
ticable;  and  better  work  ought  to  be  accomplished  in  each  division. 
To  meet  these  wants  will  require  seven,  or  at  least  six  rooms — there 
are  now  but  five.  If  an  eligible  lot,  centrally  located,  could  be 
procured,  on  it  might  be  erected,  at  a  moderate  cost  a  two-story 
building  with  four  rooms,  to  provide  for  the  intermediate  and 
grammar  grades.  In  that  case  the  heuse  on  School  street  might  be 
sold;  those  on  Washington  and  Pear  streets  accommodating  the 
primaries.  If  this  plan  is  not  practicable,  the  house  on  Washing- 
ton or  that  on  Fear  street  could  be  enlarged  to  meet  present  neces- 
sities ;  but  the  board  are  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  this  course 
will  not  give  satisfaction  in  time  to  come,  while  it  would  tend  to 
forestall  better  arrangements  for  a  series  of  years  and  might 
ultimately  prove  an  unwise  expenditure  of  labor  and  of  money.  In 
the  minds  of  many  experienced  educators  and  friends  of  education, 
there  are  serious  objections  against  crowding  all  grades  of  scholars, 
from  the  lowest  to  the  highest,  in  one  large  building.  Such 
structures  are  a  necessity  in  some  communities,  especially  in  densely- 
peopled  cities,  where  land  is  scarce  and  all  buildings  are  raised  sky- 
ward for  want  of  ground  room.  But  in  country  villages  there  exists 
no  need  of  obliging  small  children  to  climb  nights  of  stairs  to  reach 
their  schoolroom,  subjecting  them  to  the  liability7  to  accident  from 
the  jostling  and  pushing  and  hurrying,  in  which,  in  spite  of  remon- 
strance, most  country  children  are  wont  to  indulge — not  to  speak  of 
the  danger  of  serious  disaster  in  case  of  any  sudden  emergency  or 
panic.  These  are  some  among  other  objections  that  might  be  named, 
in  all  enterprises  of  this  kind,  practical  foresight  is  greatly  needed. 
Had  there  been  a  sufficiently  wise  forecasting  of  events,  coupled  with 
ample  means  to  provide  for  the  future,  the  question  of  procuring 
a  suitable  location  at  the  present  time  would  not  be  so  difficult  of 
solution.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  district  will  take  some  wise  and 
efficient  action  at  its  next  meeting,  and  that  the  succeeding  board 
will  be  able  to  report  a  gratifying  progress. 

The  number  of  different  scholars  enrolled  during  the  year  is  309  ; 
boys  163,  girls  145 ;  number  given  by  the  assessors,  236 ;  boys  132, 
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girls  MM.  Percentage  of  daily  attendance  for  the  year,  92.  Roll 
of  honor:  first  term,  46;  second.  36;  third,  29.  The  subjoined 
table  contains  the  remaining  statistics  in  the  usual  form. 

Agreeably  to  a  vote  of  the  district  at  its  annual  meeting  in  July 
last,  the  board  procured  from  the  Legislature  an  amendment  of  the 
act  of  1877,  changing  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  from  July  to 
March,  and  reducing  the  number  of  members  from  six  to  three ; 
and  also  of  their  own  motion,  for  greater  convenience  in  choosing 
the  new  board,  causing  their  own  terms  of  office  to  expire  at  the 
time  of  holding  the  next  annual  meeting.  Accordingly  all  the 
members  of  the  present  board  retire  t©  make  room  for  their  suc- 
cessors.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  we  present  for 
your  consideration  the  following'  report : 

District  No.  1. — The  school  in  this  district  for  the  year  was  in- 
cluded in  one  term,  beginning  in  autumn,  and  continuing  sixteen 
weeks,  with  two  weeks  for  rest;  Miss  Isa  M.  Sanborn  teacher  oi 
this  long  term.  Success  attended  the  efforts  of  teacher  and  pupils. 
Good  order  was  found,  and  thorough  advancement  made. 

District  No.  2. —Fall  term,  taught  by  Miss  Carrie  E.  Drake  of 
Plymouth,  a  teacher  of  several  years'  experience,  and  without  doubt 
one  of  the  best  teachers  in  town.  In  this  term  her  labors  were  re- 
warded with  complete  success.     Progress  all  that  could  be  asked. 

District  No.  3, — This  school  was  taught  by  Miss  Carrie  S„ 
Wallis  of  Sanbornton,  a  teacher  of  some  experience,  and  the  sch«o] 
appeared  well  in  all  respects.  At  the  opening  of  the  second  term 
the  school  seemed  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Not  being  noti- 
fied of  its  close,  we  are  unable  to  report  of  hs  results.  We  will 
sav,  however,  that  we  were  informed  that  the  school  was  very  satis- 
factory . 

District  No,  4.— First  and  only  term  taught  by  Miss  Nellie  B 
Watson.     This  was  her  first  school  and  we  judge  it  was  a  success- 
ful attempt.     She  seemed  to  have  in  mind  the  quality,  rather  than 
the  quantity,  of  her  work,  and  the  closing  examination  showed  good 
progress,  especially  in  reading  and  penmanship. 

District  No.  5. — Fall  term,  taught  by  Miss  Ai'da  M.  Hyatt, 
We  believe  that  her  careful  and  very  thorough  methods  of  teaching. 
and  her  mild,  yet  decided,  discipline,  are  worthy  of  very  high  com- 
mendation. , 

District  No.  6. — Summer  and  autumn  terms  were  taught  by 
Miss  Clara  A.  Putnam.  Good  order  was  seen  at  our  visits.  Re- 
markable advancement  was  made  in  all  the  classes.  The  closing- 
examinations  and  rhetorical  exercises  showed  that  the  time  had  been 
well  improved. 

District  No.  7. — Both  terms  were  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Hattie   K,    Moses  of  Meredith.     She  labored  earnestly  for  the  in- 
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terests  of  the  school  and  her  efforts  were  crowned  with  a  good  de- 
gree of  success.  Owing  to  the  bad  state  of  the  roads  we  were  not 
able  to  be  present  at  the  closing  exercises  of  the  second  term  and 
cannot  report  from  personal  knowledge  of  the  advancement  made, 
but  from  inquiry  we  are  convinced  that  a  good  amount  of  faithful 
work  was  accomplished. 

District  No.  8. — Summer  and  fall  terms  were  taught  by  Miss 
(  'arrie  E.  Flanders  of  New  Hampton.  She  is  too  well  known  as  a 
thoroughly  competent  teacher  to  need  any  commendation  in  this 
report.  The  instruction  was  most  interesting  and  profitable.  We 
were  very  agreeably  entertained  by  the  closing  exercises. 

District  No  9. — The  summer  term  was  begun  by  Miss  Ratia 
A.  Collins  and  continued  four  weeks,  and  then  closed  because  of 
the  teacher's  failing  health.  At  the  beginning  the  order  was  good, 
with  every  indication  of  a  profitable  term.  Fall  term,  taught  by 
Miss  Kate  Child.  Miss  Child  is  a  faithful  teacher,  who  exerted  her- 
self in  an  earnest  manner  in  behalf  of  her  charge.  The  class  in 
grammar  did  excellently  well. 

District  No.    10. — This  school  was  under  the.  instruction  of 

'Miss  Olive  M.  Bennett,  who  had  taught  it  previously.     She  has  had 

i  long  experience  as  a  teacher  and  has  every  educational  ability  to 

teach.     The   closing  examinations   showed    good    progress   in  the 

higher  branches  of  study  pursued. 

District  No.  11. — One  term  only  ®f  eight  weeks,  taught  by 
.Miss  Carrie  E.  Drake.  This  teacher  deserves  praise  for  her  per- 
sistent zeal  for  the  advancement  oi  her  pupils  and  the  good  of  the 
school.  All  the  classes  were  very  prompt  in  their  recitations,  and 
every  scholar  seemed  interested  in  his  studies.  This  term  was  a 
credit  to  all  concerned. 

District  No.  12. — Summer  term  taught  by  Miss  Isa.  M.  San- 
born. She  acquitted  herself  well  and  a  good  school  was  the  result. 
Autumn  term  was  under  the  efficient  management  of  Miss  Ratia  A. 
Collins.  The  school  closed  abruptly,  because  of  many  cases  of 
scarlet  fever,  and  was  not  visited  at  the  close,  but  it  was  judged  the 
teacher  sustained  herself  well. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  thanks  to  all  throughout 
the  town  for  their  kindness  and  courtesy.
